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What is claimed is: 

1. A utensil for handling sensitive mateyial 
comprising : 

a) a pair of opposing pockets for rec^ving a 
user's hand, wherein each of the pockets h^ an open 
end and a closed end; and, 

b) a hinge joining together the R^ir of pockets 
at the open ends thereof, wherein the hange biases the 
pockets in a closed position such >that the pair of 
pockets are separable by the user for gripping the 
sensitive material at the closed/ends of the pockets. 

2. The utensil as in Claim yl wherein the pair of 
pockets and hinge are made from a ^exible plastic material 
having memory. 

3 . The utensil as in Qlaim 1 wherein the pair of 
pockets and hinge are made f/om a flexible metal material 
having memory. 

4. The utensil as /in Claim 1 wherein the pair of 
pockets and hinge are m^e from a flexible paper material 
having memory. 

5. The utensi/ as in Claim 1 made of a color 
indicating a task designation, 

6. The ute5^il as in Claim 1 wherein opposing 
surfaces of the p/6ir of pockets are flat. 

7. The ut^ensil as in Claim 6 wherein the opposing 
surfaces are b^nt inward near the closed ends of the pair 
of pockets, /thereby forming pincers that enable the 

mall articles.

b) a hinge for joining together ytrie pair of 
pockets at the opposing sides and at tj;re open ends of 
the pockets, wherein the hinge bias^ the pockets in 
a closed position such that the E^ir of pockets are 
separable by the user for grd^pping the sensitive 
material with the opposing si^s at the closed ends of 
the pockets. / 

9. The utensil as in Qlaim 8 wherein the opposing 
sides are bent inward towai?as one another near the closed 
ends of the pair of iets forming pincers that enable 
handling of small artiJfeles. 

10. The utensi^A^ Claim 8 wherein the pair of 
pockets and hinge a^e made from a flexible plastic material 
having memory. / 

11. The yQtensil as in Claim 8 wherein the pair of 
pockets and >finge are made from a flexible metal material 
having mern^y. 

12. / The utensil as in Claim 8 wherein the pair of 
pockets^ and hinge are made from a flexible paper material 
having memory. 

/ 13. The utensil as in Claim 8 made of a color 
iofciica jzinq _a -Jt.ask designation.
